(a) Irish Lighthouse Duties are levied by Act of Parliament (date unknown), and are 
under control of the Corporation for Improving the Harbour of Dublin. Amount remitted 
each quarter to Secretary, Bank of Ireland, by the Collector of Customs, who was made 
receiver of these dues by order of the Board. 

(fi) These dues, levied by Act of Parliament, are under control of the Corporation of 
Trinity House, London ; the amount is remitted each quarter by the Collector of Customs, 
to Captain Evans, Holyhead. 

(c) These duties are levied by Act of Pariiameht, 3 Geo. 2, for supporting a Lighthouse 
on the rock called Skerries ; the amount is remitted quarterly by the Collector of Customs 
here to the Collector of Customs in Dublin. 

No fishing smacks or wherries in this district. 



There are no local duties or charges levied upon ships or boats at this port, except 
tljose exacted by the Harbour-master for keeping in repair the buoys and perches, 8cc., 
which amounts, upon an average, to about 6s. for each voyage. This person (Mr. Joseph 
Purcell) has been appointed by the Lord of the Manorj and having applied to him for full 
information as to the amount received in each year, 8cc. 8cc., he declared his inability to 
satisfy us upon the subject, having kept no account of either receipts or expenditure. 

The Quays are all the private property of individuals, who impose a certain taxation 
upon merchandize imported and exported. The Ballast is also private property, consisting 
of gravel and paving stones, and sold at i s. per ton. There is no authority to compel any 
ship-master to take it on board.
